ron and did. 
As soon as Peron was in power 
he followed the usual pattern of a 
dictator by getting rid of the op­ 
position by any means, fair or 
foul; freedom of speech was sup­ 
pressed; 
newspapers 
confiscated 
and the radio put under govern­ 
ment operation and control. 
The people of Argentina hate 
the U. S. and resent its prosper­ 
ity , he said. Americans create bad 
impressions by their “cockiness,” 
their Cadilacs, fine clothes and 
general prosperity .

The price tag on 
an accident usually runs pretty 
high—much higher than most of 
us realize until after we hav e 
“bought one.” 
Actually, no one in his right 
mind would think of “buying an 
accident,” but that’s exactly what 
happens when you hav e one be­ 
cause you pay and sometimes pay 
dearly. 
Of course, you pay for insurance 
as a protection against personal 
loss. But ev en this does not ob­ 
v iate loss. 
You pay for an accident more 
ways than one. First there is the 
price of bodily injury in v arying 
degrees—ev en as high as life itself, 
j 
Next comes the price of liability of i 
injury to others for which we of- j 
ten hav e to pay. Then figure the ! 
| cost of physical damage to prop­ 
erty which often runs high. In I 
ease of injury resulting in physical 
disability, figure the loss of time 
from employment. 
We think seriously about this 
matter of accident, we lik ely will 
act more seriously and more care- 
fully in our daily liv ing. Hie trou­ 
ble is, most of us don’t think —un­ 
til afterwards. 
An accident often really isn’t an [ 
accident. It’s the premeditated re­ 
sult of carelessness, and it can be 
prev ented if we try. Here are a few j 
suggestions: 
1. Don’t attempt to do things, 1 
either at work or play, which you : 
k now you are physically and men- ! 
tally incapable of performing. 
2. Mak e sure you k now and un- j 
derstand accident hazards peculiar 
to your job. Know how to lift 
properly, how to operate machin­ 
ery and how to driv e safely at all 
times. 
3. Sk ip the carelessness. There’s 
no excuse for it or for failure to 
observ e safety rules. Just don’t 
expose yourself to an accident and 
it’s highly fav orable that you won’t 
be buying one. 
Ask yourself: “Can I afford to 
buy an accident?” 
Of course, you can’t! 
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Frida y there were more people 
than usual in Shelbina, which in­ 
crea sed the demand for park ing 
space.

The stu dy showed that the short 
age of trained personnel is One 
of the major difficu lties facing the 
pu blic libraries today . Price re­ 
ported that twenty percent of the 
total library workers in this state 
are professionals and commented 
‘‘Not u ntil the prevailing small 
size of library service u nits is 
changed to larger library organi­ 
zations with a full range of pro­ 
fessional positions pay ing better 
salaries will we be able to recru it 
capable and promising y ou ng peo­ 
ple into the library profession.” 
The pu blic library alway s has 
been a prou d American institu ­ 
tion with a great tradition for en­ 
cou raging self edu cation of adu lts, 
the su rvey concluded. 
Dr. Charles F Gosnell and Miss 
Virginia L. Moran of New York 
condu cted the stu dy found that the 
pu blic library had been overlook­ 
ed in the tremendou s increase in 
the cost of governmental services.

The pu blic libraries in the Unit­ 
ed States, inclu ding those in Mis­ 
souri, are in a deplorable condi­ 
tion, as shown in a recent stu dy 
made by the New York State Li­ 
brary , in cooperation with forty 
of the forty -eight state librarians. 
Pax ton Price, Missouri State li­ 
brarian, who participated in the 
su rvey , said that Missou ri is one 
of the thirty -seven states which 
fell below the minimu m standards 
set by the American Library As­ 
sociation in terms of money spent 
for library services. Approx imate­ 
ly 1,025 ,140 of Missou ri’s citizens 
have only ihw-standard or part- 
time public library service, Price

A salesman told him he wou ld 
stand behind the price althou gh it 
was a mistake. The man paid 
$23.17 inclu ding tax and received 
a receipt lor pay ment in full. La­ 
ter the company refu sed to deliver 
the set and the “bu y er” filed su it 
for $27 4.9 5. The mu nicipal cou rt 
ju dge decided he was entitled only 
to a refu nd of the su m he paid.

Matthews said: 
“The evidence is clear that the 
plaintiff is an intelligent, edu cat­ 
ed man, with considerable bu si­ 
ness ex perience. He know that the 
price of $22.50 was not one-tenth 
the price of a television set of the 
ty pe described. His haste in seek­ 
ing to take advantage of the ad­ 
vertisement ju stifies the implica­ 
tion that he knew there was some 
mistake—and that the salesman 
told him there had been a mis­ 
take.”

Federal spending is clearly ou t 
of hand when the highest officials 
of ou r government consider it nec­ 
essary to stru ggle for continu ance 
of an admittedly bad tax like the 
so-called ex cess profits levy .

The Chamber of Commerce of 
Minneapolis has notified Congress 
that one of the city ’s dream proj­ 
ects, a spaciou s harbor, important 
to the city ’s economic develop­ 
ment, shou ld be resu rvey ed before 
fu rther constru ction is schedu led. 
This is becau se of greatly increas­ 
ed costs since the first estimates 
many y ears ago—costs which the 
federal government wou ld share. 
The Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States believes that 
citizens every where owe the Min­ 
neapolis Chamber of Commerce a 
vote of thanks. 
“The sacrifice which the Min­ 
neapolis Chamber proposes is con­ 
siderable,” say s the N a t i o n a l 
Chamber. "For some 20 y ears, the 
people of that city have dreamed 
of a spaciou s harbor-lake where 
barges and other vessels could be 
wharfed du ring winter. The so- 
called Upper Harbor, which the 
Minnepaolis Chamber asks be re­ 
stu died, 
would 
provide a 
lake 
three miles long and with six mil­ 
es of wharfage. It was hoped the 
project wou ld create a great indu s­ 
trial area in north Minneapolis 
su pplied by barge traffic. And the 
dream dies hard. 
“Still, du rnig the interval when 
the project was first planned and 
today , costs have increased from 
$9 million to more than $26 mil­ 
lion. Part of the project is well 
along, and the Minneapolis Cham­ 
ber asks that it be allowed to pro­ 
ceed. Bu t the more costly , Upper 
Harbor 
phase, 
the 
Minneapolis 
Chamber say s, shou ld be resu rvey ­ 
ed owing to the cost increases and 
in the interest of national eco­ 
nomy . 
“National economy , in the long 
ru n is u p to the folks back home.”

They are 
fanatic. They are dangerou s. And 
they aren’t very nu merou s. 
They ’re even in ou r Army , Navy 
and Air Force. Of cou rse, they 
are. 
Bu t they are not nu merou s. The 
FBI has had a keen and su re ey e 
on most of them for y ears. Under 
the Roosevelt and Tru man admin­ 
istrations, the FBI was not per­ 
mitted to clamp down as tightly 
as security of the nation shou ld 
hav e dictated. However, du ring 
the latter y ears of Tru man, the 
FBI was given more rope with 
which to hang the commies. And 
did “hang” many . 
However the commies are still 
with us. They ’ll continu e with u s 
for y ears to come . . . ju st as su re­ 
ly they have been with u s for 
y ears past. 
All of which gets u s back to the 
opening 
statement: 
There 
are 
commu nists in the clergy .

In short, McCarthy ism is ju st as 
J u nAmerican as is commu nism or 
i Nazism.

However, the Ledger, in this 
rare case, finds itself in the bad 
company of McCarthy ism. 
We are satisfied—totally —that 
there are commu nists among the 
clergy . Not many , bu t a few. And 
a few is enou gh. 
What’s more we believe they 
shou ld be ex posed. 
And we have no u se for those 
politicians today who wou ld eith­ 
er condemn the whole clergy be- i 
cau se ol a few rotten apples in 
j 
the barrel, or who ru n for cover 
and say there are no commu nists 


at all in the clergy . 


The reason these politicians ru n j 
for cover is becau se they know the ' 
clergy is politically powerfu l . . . I 
which is the very reason the com- ! 
mu nists have spent y ears doing 
their best to infiltrate as high as 
possible in many chu rch organi-1 
zations.

IT S BUG-KILLING TIME I 
\N ith hot weather here to stay, 
health authorities are warning 
housewives to carry out an ex­ 
tensive bug killing program in 
otder to stop the spread of 
many diseases. 
The common 
cockroach, health 
authorities 
say, is one of the worst of­ 
fenders. Cockroaches carry dis­ 
ease organisms mechanically, 
or ha rb or them for short 
peri ods in t h e ir intestinal 
tracts. 
Because this is true, 
good sanitation and 
general 
cleanliness are the first lines 
of defense in cockroach control. 
The very 
best co n tro l that 
could be affected is a com­ 
munity project. Since this is 
bug-killing time, such a com­ 
munity project would seem to 
be in order. As a community 
project — reinfestations either 
by migration or by carrying 
the roaches in with vegetables, 
bottle eases, and in boxes, 
would be materially reduced. 
Even though an area is satis­ 
factorily treated with a resi­ 
dual insecticide, bugs carried 
in may give the impression 
that no actual control had been 
effected. 
Housewives may greatly aid 
the 
bug-killing 
program 
by 
keeping the premises free of 
garbage, refuse, dirty bottles, 
cans, and other refuse that 
serve as roach food sources. 
When a ll roach h a r b o r in g 
places have been cleaned out, 
the use of a good insecticide, 
such as Real-Kill Bug Killer, 
should be used to destroy the 
roaches and keep them down.

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1. Each Person is of Importance and Value as 
an Individual. 


This is the cornerstone. . . the foundation of all our other beliefs 
in a person’s right to live his own life, to speak for himself, to 
choose and change his leaders. 


From it comes our hatred of those “ isms” under which the 
Individual has no value or importance as a person, but is only 
one of many unim portant people who have to live the way their 
leaders tell them to. 


Coming directly from that first principle are two other 
principles that are also part of the foundation of Ameri­ 
canism. 


2. We Believe that All Men should Enjoy Per­ 
sonal Freedom. 


3. We Believe that All Men are Created Equal. 


It is worth noting that the Declaration of Independence ex­ 
pressed the belief that "all men are created equal." It did not 
state or imply a belief that men develop equally or have equal 
ability, or that they should ever be forced to an exact equality 
of thought, speech or material possessions. 


That would be equality without freedom. Americans have 
always believed the two should go together. 
From the days of the Declaration of Independence and the 
writing of the Constitution, Americans have known that 
even through Life, Liberty, and other unalienable rights 
are granted to man by his Creator, they require some pro­ 
tection by man himself. 


So, in our Constitution, and in other laws of our land, 
there are set down principles to protect the rights and free­ 
doms and equality of individuals. And these principles play 
an important part in keeping America a good place in 
which to live. 


4. The Right to Freedom of Speech. 


This includes freedom of the press, of radio, of motion pictures, 
o f every means by which man may express his thoughts on any 
subject. 


5. The Right to Freedom of Assembly. 


As we believe in the right of individual action, so we belie\e that 
individuals should be free to act together for the benetit of all. 
This IS Democracy. 


6. The Right to Freedom of Worship. 


Not only is the individual free to worship as he will, but religions 
themselves are free and equal . . . regardless of their si/e or 
their beliefs. 


32. Every Individual must Deal Fairly with 
other Individuals. 


Honesty, fairness, and personal integrity are virtues that help 
free and independent individuals get along with each other with­ 
out losing their independence. 


33. Fair and Free Competition is a Good Thing. 


Americans have always believed that competition among in­ 
dividuals or groups encourages greater effort which in turn 
bring greater benefits to all. 


16. The Right to Own Property. 


17. The Right to Start his Own Business. 


18. The Right to Manage his Own Affairs. 


19. The Right to Make a Profit or to Fail, 
depending on his Own Ability. 


There are other, similar rights of individual action which 
are Principles of America, but all of these individual rights 
may be combined in these two broad principles . . • 


26. Every Man is Free to Achieve as much as 
he can. 


We believe that where any boy may become President, where 
any man may achieve greatness, there is the greatest incentive 
for every man to do his best. 


27. To Achieve anything, a Man should be 
Willing to Work. 


Americans have always known that “you don’t get something 
for nothing,” that to get anything takes a willingness to work 
and to work hard. 


Y 


ou live in the United States of America. You are an 
American. 


Real Americans like their country. They are proud of it. 
They think it is a good place to live. And they want to keep 
it good—to keep it getting better and better all the time. 


Why is America the way it is? What makes it a good 
place to live? The answer is simply this: 


Throughout our history most Americans have believed 
that every person has certain rights and duties and 
responsibili ties. 


Americans have believed that there are certain things 
that people should do, and other things they should 
not do. 


They have also believed in certain things that people 
are, and are not. 


These things that people believe are called principles. This 
book is an attempt to state the Principles of America in 
simple, primer fashion so that you can understand them, 
learn them, and remember them. 


This is important. It was because earlier Americans be­ 
lieved in these principles and guided their lives by them, 
that America has grown to be the good place it is. 


If all of us learn and remember these principles—if we 
also guide our lives by them—then we can help to keep 
America growing better, and better, and better. 


And if we follow these Principles of America, we can 
help make the world a better place to live in, too. 


The Principles of America are these ... 


7. The Right to Security of Person and 
Property. 


N ot just one, but three Amendments to the Constitution (4th, 
5th and 14th) protect against illegal search and seizure, or loss 
o f life, liberty, or property, without “ due process of law.” 


8. The Right to Equal Protection before the 
Law. 


As individuals are equally important, so laws must apply equally 
to all, without special privileges for any particular individuals 
or groups. 


9. The Right to Freedom from Slavery. 


This includes “ the right to quit,” for no individual may bo 
forced to work for another, 


10. The Right to Petition the Government. 


The legally guaranteed right of the individual to “ petition the 
government for redress of grievances” is evidence of the Ameri­ 
can belief that government is the servant, not the master, of the 
people. 


11. The Right to Vote for people of your choice. 


This is the individual’s most potent weapon in the protection of 
his rights and freedoms . . . a weapon that to be effective must 
be constantly and w isely used. 


The Principles of America hold that every 


man has... 


12. The Right to a Good Education. 


13. The Right to Live where he pleases. 


14. The Right to Work where he wants to. 


15. The Right to Join and Belong to an Organ­ 
ization. 


For America’s Future 


Most of us are still confident of ourselves and of our coun­ 
try. We do not claim perfection. But we have faith in our 
ability to move forward, to improve, to grow, to provide 
more and more individuals with more and more of every­ 
thing they want and need in life . . . 


If we, the people of the United States, want to have more 
material benefits, we must believe in and follow these two 
principles: 


39. The only way we can Have More is to 
Produce More; and 


40. As we Produce More, we must make it 
possible for More and More People to 
Enjoy that which we Produce.

If we, the people of the United States, want to have a 
better life, spiritually as well as materially . . .

41. We must stand firmly for our Beliefs, our 
Rights, our Principles.

Walt Whitman, writing nearly 100 years ago, put it this 
way: 


“ There is no week, nor day, nor hour when tyranny may not 
enter upon this country if the people lose their supreme con­ 
fidence in themselves . . . ”

There are those who would chip away our confidence so 
! 
that their special brand of tyranny might creep into Amer­ 
ica. They must not succeed. So, let us ask of every plan, 
or act, or idea . . . 
I 
Is it With or Against the Principles of America f ! 


25. Every Man shall be Judged by his Own 
Record. 


A man’s family background, his race or his religion, is not as 
important as what that man himself can do, for Americans be­ 
lieve a man must stand on his own feet. 


20. Every Man is entitled to Freedom and 
Equality of Opportunity. 


21. Every Man may Earn his Living When, 
Where, and How he wants to. 


There are also Limiting Principles.. • 


Principles of individual freedom sometimes clash with those 
of individual equality. Therefore our rights as individuals 
must be limited, and those limitations are themselves prin­ 
ciples. 


28. Achievement also Depends upon the 
Ability to do a Good Job. 


Add to “ willingness to work” the ability to produce results and 
the combination is the basis for most individual achievement 
in our country. 


29. Every Man has the Right to a Fair Share 
of the Results of his Work and his Ability. 


Because of this belief, America has not only produced more 
goods, but they have been more fairly and more widely 
shared by more people than in any other country. 


30. Security is the Ability of a Man to Provide 
for himself. 


The only true security for any individual is the opportunity, the 
ability, and the determination to work and plan and save for his 
own present and future. Self-reliance is vital to individual in­ 
dependence and personal freedom. No man can be “proud and 
free” who depends on others for his security. 


31. When an Individual cannot Provide his 
own Security, the Responsibility should be 
Assumed by Others. 


We believe that no one should starve, or be without adequate 
clothing and shelter, so those who have more than their basic 
needs share the responsibility of providing the essentials of 
security for those who need help. 


22. The Rights of any Individual shall not 
Interfere with the Equal Rights of Other 
Individuals. 


Your right to swing your arms stops where the other fellow’s 
nose starts. 


23. The Rights of any Individual shall not 
Interfere with the Welfare of the People 
as a Whole. 


Freedom of speech does not give the individual the right to 
shout “fire” in a crowded theatre. 


24. Every Individual owes Obedience to the ^ 
Laws under which he Lives. 


The individual has the right to talk against a law, to work and 
vote to change that law, but NOT to disobey that law. 


PrincipleTlMt are Patterns 
Behavior.. . 


Many of our principles of individual freedom and equality 
are guaranteed to us by law. 


But we have other beliefs, other general rules of action 
and conduct that have grown to the status of principles. 
They have stood the test of time. They have worked. They 
have become a basic part of the way we live and of the way 
we look at things. 


These principles, too, are foundations of Americanism. 
They are as true, if not more true, today than they were in 
1850 or in 1750. 


If America stays free, they will still hold true in 2050. 


34. Cooperation among Individuals is Vitally 
Important. 


G en era l E isenh ow er has said: “ The freedom to compete vig­ 
orously accompanied by a readiness to cooperate wholeheart­ 
edly for the performance of community and national functions, 
together make our system the most productive on earth.** 


Principles of Individual Responsibility... 


Freedom for individuals carries with it an equal responsi­ 
bility to use that freedom wisely. Therefore, if we wish to 
remain free, we must faithfully fulfill our responsibilities 
as free men. 


35. The Individual is Responsible for himself 
and his Family. 


He must protect them and provide for their present and future 
well-being. 


36. The Individual has Responsibilities to the 
Groups of which he is a Part. 


He must give of his best to his community, his church, his em­ 
ployer, his union, and to every group in which individuals co­ 
operate for their mutual benefit. 


37. The Individual has Responsibilities to his 
, ' Country. 


He must be an active citizen, interesting himself in local, state, 
and national government, voting wisely, thinking and speaking 
and acting to preserve and strengthen freedom, equality and 
opportunity for every individual. 


38. The Individual has Responsibilities to the 
World. 


M an’s horizons have expanded. W hat happens in the world 
affects him, and his actions can affect the world. Today, there­ 
fore, each man has a responsibility to act—and to encourage 
his country to act—so that freedom and cooperation will be 
encouraged among the people and the nations of the world.

23. The Rights of any Individual shall not 
Interfere with the Welfare of the People 


as a Whole. 


Freedom of speech does not give the individual the right to 
shout “fire” in a crowded theatre. 


24. Every Individual owes Obedience to the 
Laws under which he Lives. 


The individual has the right to talk against a law, to work and 
vote to change that law, but NOT to disobey that law.

Many o f our principles of individual freedom and equality 
are guaranteed to us by law. 


But we have other beliefs, other general rules o f action 
and conduct that have grown to the status of principles. 
They have stood the test o f time. They have worked. They 
have become a basic part of the way we live and of the way 
we look at things. 


These principles, too, are foundations o f Americanism. 
They are as true, if not more true, today than they were in 
1850 or in 1750. 


If America stays free, they will still hold true in 2050. 


25. Every Man shall be Judged by his Own 


Record. 


A man’s family background, his race or his religion, is not as 
important as what that man himself can do, for Americans be­ 
lieve a man must stand on his own feet. 


26. Every Man is Free to Achieve as much as 


he can. 


We believe that where any boy may become President, where 
any man may achieve greatness, there is the greatest incentive 
for every man to do his best. 


27. To Achieve anything, a Man should be 
Willing to Work. 


Americans have always known that “you don’t get something 
for nothing,” that to get anything takes a willingness to work 
and to work hard. 


28. Achievement also Depends upon the 
Ability to do a Good Job. 


Add to “ willingness to work” the ability to produce results and 
the combination is the basis for most individual achievement 
in our country. 


29. Every Man has the Right to a Fair Share 
of the Results of his Work and his Ability. 


Because of this belief, America has not only produced more 
goods, but they have been more fairly and more widely 
shared by more people than in any other country. 


30. Security is the Ability of a Man to Provide 


for himself. 


The only true security for any individual is the opportunity, the 
ability, and the determination to work and plan and save for his 
own present and future. Self-reliance is vital to individual in­ 
dependence and personal freedom. No man can be “proud and 
free” who depends on others for his security. 


31. When an Individual cannot Provide his 


own Security, the Responsibility should be 
Assumed by Others. 


We believe that no one should starve, or be without adequate 
clothing and shelter, so those who have more than their basic 
needs share the responsibility of providing the essentials of 
security for those who need help.

32. Every Individual must Deal Fairly with 
other Individuals. 


Honesty, fairness, and personal integrity are virtues that help 
free and independent individuals get along with each other with­ 
out losing their independence. 


33. Fair and Free Competition is a Good Thing. 


Americans have always believed that competition among in­ 
dividuals or groups encourages greater effort which in turn 
bring greater benefits to all. 


34. Cooperation among Individuals is Vitally 
Important. 


G e n e r a l E ise n h o w e r has said: “ The freedom to compete v ig ­ 
orously accompanied by a readiness to cooperate wholeheart­ 
edly for the performance of community and national functions, 
together make our system the most productive on earth.’* 


Principles o f Individual Responsibility... 


Freedom for individuals carries with it an equal responsi­ 
bility to use that freedom wisely. Therefore, if we wish to 
remain free, we must faithfully fulfill our responsibilities 
as free men. 


35. The Individual is Responsible for himself 
and his Family. 


He must protect them and provide for their present and future 
well-being. 


36. The Individual has Responsibilities to the 
... 
Groups of which he is a Part. 


He must give of his best to his community, his church, his em­ 
ployer, his union, and to every group in which individuals co­ 
operate for their mutual benefit. 


37. The Individual has Responsibilities to his 
/ ' Country. 


He must be an active citizen, interesting himself in local, state, 
and national government, voting wisely, thinking and speaking 
and acting to preserve and strengthen freedom, equality and 
opportunity for every individual. 


38. The Individual has Responsibilities to the 
World. 


M an’s horizons have expanded. W hat happens in the world 
affects him, and his actions can affect the world. Today, there­ 
fore, each man has a responsibility to act—and to encourage 
his country to act—so that freedom and cooperation will be 
encouraged among the people and the nations of the world. 
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For America’s Future 


Most o f us are still confident of ourselves and of our coun­ 
try. We do not claim perfection. But we have faith in our 
ability to move forward, to improve, to grow, to provide 
more and more individuals with more and more of every­ 
thing they want and need in life . . . 


If we, the people of the United States, want to have more 
material benefits, we must believe in and follow these two 
principles: 


39. The only way we can Have More is to 


Produce More; and 


40. As we Produce More, we must make it 
possible for More and More People to 
Enjoy that which we Produce.

41. We must stand firmly for our Beliefs, our 
Rights, our Principles. 


W a l t W hitman, writing nearly IOO years ago, put it this 
way: 


“ There is no week, nor day, nor hour when tyranny may not 
enter upon this country if the people lose their supreme con­ 
fidence in themselves. . . ” 


There are those who would chip away our confidence so 
that their special brand of tyranny might creep into Amer­ 
ica. They must not succeed. So, let us ask of every plan, 
or act, or idea . . .
